Mansfield Assures Ford Of 
Cooperation On Inflation Fight

heavily Democratic new Con­ 
gress will cooperate with him 
in the fight on inflation and 
recession. 


“There’s no such thing as a 
veto 
proof 
Congress,” 
the 
Montana senator said. “That is 
an .impossibility. You have to 
do these things cooperatively.” 


He met with Ford for 45 
minutes Wednesday to discuss 
plans 
for 
the 
congressional 
lame duck session which opens 
Nov. 18. 


Asked 
whether 
the 
huge 
Democratic majorities would 
undercut 
Ford’s 
programs, 
Mansfield said, “this will not be 
a Congress that will attempt to 
demean the President.” 
The 
President 
will 
spend 
much of this week making key 


budget decisions before his trip 
to the Far East. 


He is preparing a special 
message to Congress urging 
passage during 
the 
current 
Congress of 
some 
40 bills, 
including appropriations, ener­ 
gy and his economic proposals. 


Mansfield said he told F'ord: 
“We would do our best to fight 
inflation and recession.” 
He made clear, however, that 
he had his own legislative list 
and that he still favors wage 
and price controls. The Presi­ 
dent’s plans rely heavily on 
voluntary efforts.

Bowen Pledges Support To Bayh 
For Best Interest Of Indiana

INDIANAPOLIS

Governor 
Bowen, 
who 
was 
critical of Sen. Birch Bayh. D- 
Ind., for Indiana’s last-place 
ranking in return of federal tax 
dollars, told Bayh he would 
“work with you for what's good 
for Indiana.” 
In Tuesday’s election, Bayh 
defeated 
Indianapolis 
Mayor 
Richard G. Lugar, the nominee 
for whom Bowen campaigned, 
by a 71-thousand vote margin in 
a Democratic sweep. Defeated 
in 
the 
sweep 
were 
five 
Republican congressmen. 


The Control of the Indiana 
House of Representatives also 
went to the Democrats, but the 
GOP retained control of the 
Senate. 


Bowen’s messages to Bayh 
and Lugar were sent after the 
governor and 
his 
wife 
left 
Wednesday for a week’s vaca­ 
tion in Jam aica. To Lugar, the 
governor offered “sympathy for 
the loss and my congratulations 
for such a hard-fought cam ­ 
paign.” To Bayh, he w rote, 
“ you have earned the right 
through your successful effort 
to represent us in the U.S. 


Senate another six years. As 
governor, I pledge to work with 
you 
for 
w hat’s 
good 
for 
Indiana." 
But the immediate interest in 
the post-election period cen­ 
tered on changes involved in 
switching from GOP majority 
to Democratic control in both 
the 11-member Indiana congres­ 
sional delegation and the 100- 
member state House of Re­ 
presentatives. 
The Democrats now hold a 9- 
2 m argin in the 11-m em ber 
Indiana congressional delega­ 
tion after ousting five incum­ 
bent Republicans, among them 
the GOP Dean. Rep. William. 
Bray, 70, whose 24-year career 
in Congress was ended by 28- 
year-old 
David 
Evans, 
an 
Indianapolis parochial school­ 
teacher. 


Dennis loses 
Also dislodged in the Demo­ 
cratic sweep were GOP Con­ 
gressmen David W. Dennis, the 
only Hoosier member of the 
House Judiciary 
Committee; 
Earl 
Land grebe, 
a 
loyalist 
backer of former 
President 
Richard M. Nixon; Roger Zion, 
a veteran of four terms, and 


William H. Hudnut. a fresh­ 
man. 
In the Indiana House, the 
Democrats gained control that 
stands at 56-44 in unofficial 
tabulations.. 
However, 
the 
Republican 
control,

the 
Senate survived, mainly be­ 
cause 19 GOP senators were 
among the 25 holdovers who 
were elected two years ago to 
four-year terms. 
In Tuesday’s, balloting, Demo­ 
crats elected 17 senators and 
the Republicans eight. Only one 
incumbent 
senator—Jess An­ 
drew, R-West Point—wasdefeat- 
ed. losing to a much younger 
man in a district that includes 
Purdue University and which 
felt some of the downdrag from 
Landgrebe’ loss.

Nixon Suffering From 
Pneumonia, 
S Improves

LONG BEACH, Calif. (U PI) 
— On the second anniversary 
today 
of 
his 
landslide

election, ex-president Richard 
Nixon 
lay 
hospitalized 
with 
phlebitis, 
blood 
clots, 
post­ 
operative complications and a 
touch of pneumonia 
His 
doctor 
said 
he 
was 
“making 
slow 
but 
gradual 
improvement,” 
but 
revealed 
the presence of pneumonia for 
the first time. 
There was 
no 
word 
how 
Nixon reacted to news of the 
Democratic sweep in Tuesday's 
elections —a victory due in 
some part 
to 
the scandals 
unleashed by disclosure of the 
methods used to win. his re- 
election on Nov. 7, 1972, and of 
his administration's inner work­ 
ings and his personal finances. 


Former Press Secretary Ron 
Ziegler said earlier that Nixon 
was, too weak to watch the 
results on television election 
night, 
but 
he 
did 
cast 
an 
absentee ballot. 
A report by Nixon’s phvsi 
cian. Dr. John Lungren. issued 
by 
Long 
Beach 
M emorial 
Hospital, revealed the presence 
of “a small area of pneumoni­ 


tis," or pneumonia, in Nixon’s 
lungs. 


The report said he was being 
given antibiotics and expressed 
no concern over the develop­ 
ment. 


The nurse who was taking 
care 
of 
Nixon 
after 
his 
operation nine days ago re ­ 
vealed 
meanwhile 
that 
the 
former president was trying to 
stand up a few hours after 
surgery 
when he went 
into 
shock. 


Andrea Evanson told report­ 
ers Nixon’s post-operative crisis 
“began with my assistance and 
a corpsman’s assistance help­ 
ing him to stand, at which time 
he stated he felt very weak We 
immediately put him back into 
tied.” 


Miss, 
Evanson 
said 
she 
recognized his loss of blood 
pressure and faster breathing 
and pulse as “classic indica­ 
tions of cardiovascular shock." 


She 
treated 
Nixon 
with 
oxygen and increased intrave­ 
nous fluids, “and when I felt 


sure he was safe at. that time, I 
left him to call his attending 
physician.” 


Nixon lost consciousness for 
only a second or two, she said. 


“I never thought that 
W6 
might lose the patient,” she 
said. “I felt very comfortable 
in the care I was giving him.” 


Her statements appeared to 
contradict 
comments 
by 
a 
hospital spokesman and by Dr. 
Lungren and Ziegler that Nixon 
almost 
died 
and 
physicians 
fought for three hours to keep 
him alive. 


Her 
supervisor, 
Connie 
Hamilton, chief of critical care 
nursing, said later that Miss 
Evanson only meant to say that 
no good critical care nurse ever 
allows herself to think that a 
patient may die.

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Father Faces Murder Charge 


HOUSTON (U P!) — An assistant district attorney 
plans to ask a grand jury Monday for a murder indictment 
against Ronald O’Bryan, charged with killing his son with 
cyanide poison in trick■ -or-treat Ha 1 loween candy. Michael 
Hinton said W ednesday a grand jury indictment would 
rem ove the need for an exam ining trial in which the 
prosecution would have to reveal most of its case. 
O’Bryan, 30, an optician, was charged Tuesday with 
murdering his son, Timothy, 8, by m ixing cyanide 
granules in a candy-filled straw and placing, it in his 
Halloween sack Timothy died a few hours after eating the 
candy. O'Bryan’s attorney. Richard E. Harrison of 
Dallas, spent three hours with O'’Bryan in jail Tuesday 
and described him as “heartbroken over the boy’s death.” 
Harrison said he would ask for an exam ining trial, but 
Hinton said the question would be moot if he is successful 
in obtaining a murder indictment. Hinton refused to 
discuss m otives in the death. "We have to protect our 
case,” he said. It was reported O’Bryan had taken out 
$38,000 in life insurance on his two children five days 
before Halloween. 


Florida Vet Goes Berserk

veteran newly released from a Pennsylvania jail on a 
narcotics charge shot and killed his wife and mother-in- 
law in a jealous rage today and then took his own life, 
police in this Fort Lauderdale suburb said. The victim s 
were identified as Bruce Kirkwood, 28, released two 
weeks ago from a Philadelphia jail after serving a month 
on a cocaine possession charge, his wife, Deanie, 22, and 
Mrs. Kirkwood’s mother. Mrs. Pat Cafaro, 46. The 
shootings occurred w hile Mrs. Kirkwood’s younger sister, 
Jo Pat, 11. looked on in horror The Kirkwood's infant son, 
Kyle, 7 months, was in the house but was unharmed.

Guardsmen Admit Shooting, 
Feared For Their Lives

If you have ever had building or repair work 
done on your home, you probably know that con­ 
tractors, carpenters, masons, electricians and plumb­ 
ers speak a language all their own.

Its not surprising that Europeans are watching 
events in this country with it's president who wasn’t 
elected and the vice-presidency vacant. 


What they can’t understand, according at least to one 
influential West German newspaper, the Munich Merkur. 
is the sharp criticism now of President Ford’s pardon for 
ex-President Nixon, and the new President's failure 
immediately to pull a miracle out of the hat instantly to 
solve all our problems. 


As the Munich paper put it: 


“ Instead of finishing the job of Nixon’s destruction, 
and turning him over to the judiciary, thus giving millions 
of Americans a chance to savour the final act of the 
tragedy, Mr. Ford has put an end to the cruel spectacle.” 


And as to Ford's performance in the first months of 
his presidency: 


“America’s so-called public opinion is behaving 
toward the new President just like a mean mob in a 
Homan arena which has been disappointed in its ex­ 
pectations The gladiator hasn't come through with what 
the sensation-hungry audience had expected of him.” 


No one in his right mind would pooh-pooh the 
seriousness of W atergate and it’s related, mushrooming 
scandals. But, as we have contended before, Watergate 
was not and is not our most pressing problem. This view is 
echoed by the West German newspaper which said: 


“The nation has to overcome more acute problems 
than Watergate, which for too long absorbed the physical 
energy of American But the gentlemen of public opinion- 
making, who more than ever are considering themselves 
the personification of the nations's conscience because 
they not only laid bare some tricks of the former 
president, but managed to finish him off, want to savour 
their triumph for as long as possible.” 


For the most part, Watergate is behind us. Let those 
who delighted in Nixon's downfall lick their chops. But 
then let's get on with other tasks at hand.

Hoosiers produce more food 
than they consume, making 
world markets for agricultural 
products im portant 
to the 
stale’s economy. 
Last year, Indiana farmers 
sold nearly $3 billion worth of 
agricultural products While 
other states are the best 
customers, about one-fifth of the 
state’s corn crop and one-third 
of the wheat grown in the state 
and nearly 
one-half of 
the 
soybean crop is sold abroad. 
Farm products move over the 
11,000 miles of improved high 
ways in the state, 6,400 miles of 
endangered railroad tracks, 
through our deepwater port on 
Lake Michigan, and on barges 
from the Ohio River ports.

production is technological 
know-how 
from 
.Purdue 
University. J. Carroll Bottom is 
professor 
emeritus 
of

Purdue University. He told a 
recent symposium on world food 
supply: “Food aid to needed 
nations is a major policy 
decision facing U. S. Citizens. 
Many people in the world have 
inadequate diets. If there is a 
disaster in the world, the United 
States has followed a policy of 
sending food.”

Brian Hinson, co-owner of the 
Henniger-Allen Funeral Home, 
hosted Prof. Lloyd Taylor’s 26 
students during a three-hour 
session that involved a tour of 
the facilities, a brief presenta­ 
tion by Hinson and a question 
and answer session 
The tour included the chapel, 
state room s. fami 1 y and waiting 
rooms, preparation room and 
casket display rooms. 
“The purpose of the course is 
to deal with this very common 
human problem and see it in a 
.sociological and anthropological 
perspective,” Taylor said. “ It 
is an area most Americans are 
shielded from .” 
Hinson said, “ most college 
students have had no contact 
with death whatsoever. Many 
have a 
misunderstanding of 
what death is and what funeral 
homes do 


“ People tend to feel it's an 
unpalatable job that needs to be 
done, and they don’t realize a 
lot of good living value can 
come out of it.” 


Taylor said he felt the first­ 
hand experience of visiting the 
m ortuary would give his course 
an added dimension. 


“Questions are triggered by 
seeing things at the funeral 
home that would never arise in 
a person's mind otherw ise,” he 
said “ It can open new' areas of 
thinking for the individual.”

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On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
direclqr general of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization 
has called, on the m ajor nations 
exporting food grains to set 
aside enough food to meet the 
needs of developing countries 
for the next nine to 12 months. 
Speaking in Rome, where the 
World Food Conference will be 
held 
next 
month, 
Dr. 
A.H. 
Boerma said the bad weather 
that has sent food production 
estimates of key food, grains 
plunging will have the most 
serious impact on the» poorer 
developing countries. 
He notes these countries have 


been hit by much higher prices 
for their im ports of food, Ojl 
and 
fertilizer 
and 
are 
notf 
unable to obtain the quantities 
of fertilizer needed for their 
own food production. 
“With the sharp deterioration 
in their balance of payments, 
they are simply not going to be 
able to pay for all the food they 
will need 
to 
import 
in the 
months ahead,” Boerma said. 
“But the more urgent question 
now arises —will there even be 
sufficient supplies available in 
th e 
w orld 
to 
m eet 
th eir 
essential 
requirem ents 
for 
human consumption?” 
In view of the scarce 


situation, the developing coun­ 
tries cannot be left “to compete 
in a free-for-all scramble for 
basic food supplies where cash 
is preferred to credit,” he said. 
Boerma said m ajor exporters 
of cereals —wheat, rice and 
coarse grains —clearly bear the 
responsibility 
for 
the 
rapid 
international action he believes 
is necessary to meet the urgent 
needs of developing countries. 
He 
called 
for 
an 
orderly 
management of available sup­ 
plies, with a specific proposal 
of setting aside the amount of 
g rain needed by the poorer 
nations. 
Boerma 
said 
the 
FAO 
is 
prepared to m ake an. im m edi­ 
ate assessment of the basic 
import 
needs 
of 
developing 
countries over the next nine to 
12 months. On the basis of that 
assessment, Boerma said, the 
m ain 
ex p o rtin g 
co u n tries 
“should then agree to take_ the 


first 
decisive 
step 
towards 
orderly m anagem ent of availa­ 
ble supplies. This. I propose, 
should be the im m ediate e a r­ 
m arking of sufficient supplies 
to m eet those needs which are 
not yet covered.” 
Boerma said best estim ates 
so far indicate the urgent needs 
ran g e betw een eight and 12 
million tons of grain.

So he 
sent for a psychiatrist. 
The shrink, a Dr. Fitzun- 
startz, gave the economy the 
ink blot test and several other 
evaluative checks and submit­ 
ted a disturbing report. 
It 
was 
his 
preliminary 
opinion that the economy was 
suffering from schizophrenia. 
That is, the economy had a 
split, or dual, personality. 
He further averred that the 
"economy’s inflationary person­ 
ality was constantly in conflict 
with its 
recessionary 
per­ 
sonality, thus causing all sorts 
of inner turmoil. 
During the time the economy 
was 
on 
the 
couch. 
Dr. 
Fitxunatartz established that 
the seeds of this trauma were 
planted in infancy. 
When the economy was still 
at a young and impressionable 
age, its 
founding 
fathers 
became engaged in a bitter 
quarrel over its future. 
Some wanted a strong federal 
economy; others insisted on 
keeping it decentralized 
Already insecure, the econo­ 
my found itself torn between 
parental loyalties, which added 
to its neurotic behavior. 
By the 
late 
1920s, 
the 
economy had begun to suffer 
severe 
depression. 
Although 
outwardly capitalistic, it came 
to 
suspect 
it 
had 
latent 
socialistic tendencies 
While struggling to regain 
normality through the natural 
course of events, the economy 
was suddenly artificially stimu­ 
lated by an outbreak of war. 
Twice more in the next two 
decades 
it 
was 
to receive 
wartime boosters that gave it a 
sense of unreality and caused 
minor hallucinations. 
Small wonder that it deve­ 
loped, a mass of phobias and 


complexes and began to act 
irrationally. 
Insofar as Fitzunstartz could 
determine, it was the energy 
crisis that brought the economy 
to the point of a nervous 
breakdown. 


Where composure was nee­ 
ded, it reacted with spasms, 
twitches and tics. Then came 
the day when the incipient 
schizoid condition crystallized 
and the economy went berserk, 
trying to go up and down 
simultaneously. 


Upon receiving the report, 
Ford asked whether the econo­ 
my might respond to therapy or 
whether it would have to be 
institutionalized. 


The shrink said he would see 
what 
he could do through 
psychoanalysis. Meanwhile, he 
recommended 
putting 
the 
economy on tranquilizers. 
Which is where we are today.

Tight But No Emergency 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The head 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation says the world food 
supply 
is 
tight, 
but 
the 
condition can’t be classified as 
an “emergency” situation. 
Willliam J. Kuhfuss, federa­ 
tion president, also said Mon­ 
day the United States cannot 
meet all the food needs of the 
world, and a worldwide effort is 
needed. 
Kuhfuss, addressing a news 
conference before leaving for 
the World Food Conference in 
Rome, said the world has 
“tight food supplies in some 
areas due primarily to relative­ 
ly short crops in 1972.” 
He said, “This temporary 
situation is being prolonged by 


adverse weather in the United 
States this year, but the world 
as a whole is not now in an 
emergency situation as far as 
food is concerned.” 
But, Kuhfuss said, despite 
tremendous farm productivity 
in the United States, it “cannot 
meet all of the food needs of a 
hungry world. It will take a 
worldwide effort, coupled with 
sound policies by all of the 
major nations to meet the food 
demands of a rapidly growing 
world population, particularly 
in 
the 
less-developed 
coun­ 
tries.” 
There is, Kuhfuss said, “a 
danger that over-reaction to 
some decline in domestic feed 
grain production from previous 


highs 
will 
lead 
to 
unwise 
policies which could jeopardize 
the farm productive capacity of 
the United States.” 
He said, for example, “There 
are those in Congress who 
would like to turn the clock 
back to the old, restrictive

Tuesday evening: “ I am not 
dismayed, parties have come 
back before and we will, too.” 
“Some years you win and 
some years you lose,” he was 
quoted as saying. 
Ford didn’t mention Water­ 
gate in a statement assessing 
the election, but his political 
advisers said it obviously was a 
major factor in GOP losses. 
“There is no argument about 
the number-one issue in this 
campaign: 
inflation and 
its 
crippling effect on our economy 
and 
on 
the 
lives 
of 
all 
Americans,” Ford’s statement 
said. 
“The mandate of the 
electorate places upon the next 
Congress a full measure of 
responsibility for resolving this 
problem. I will work with them 


Congress On Economics 


Ford also expressed confi­ 
dence that Congress will work 
“wholeheartedly” with him in 
his efforts to keep “America 
strong both economically and 
militarily as the leader of the 
free world” and in strengthen­ 
ing cooperation with allies and 
detente with old adversaries. 
“The people have spoken and 
for 26 years I have accepted 
the verdict of the people, whiel 
is the essence of our system of 
free government,” he said. 
His statement congratulated 
the winners of both parties and 
expressed sympathy to those 
who lost. “The willingness of 
candidates to fight for their 
convictions and their party is 
an 
important 
ingredient 
of 
representative democracy,” he 
said. 


Democratic 
gains 
were 
spread across the map. They 
won governorships previously 
held by the GOP in New York, 
Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, 
Oregon, Wyoihing, Tennessee 
and Colorado.

Bull Resigns From 
Nixon Staff Monday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ste­ 
phen Bull, one of the few 
persons to have access to the 
White House tape containing 
the IBM* minute gap, has quit 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon’s staff and gone into 
private industry, it was learned 
today. 
With B u i’s departure, only 
former Press Secretary Ron 
Ziegler and Nixon’s personal 
secretary, Rose Mary Woods, 
are left among the prominent 
holdovers on the Nixon staff. 
Sources indicate that Ziegler 
may leave next February. 
Six months after his August 
resignation, Nixon loses his 
transition payroll and any staff 
he keeps will be paid from a 
special $96,060 a year expense 
allowance. Ziegler's salary is 
$42,500. 
In October, 1973, Bull took the 
tape of a June 20. 1972 Oval 
Office 
conversation 
between 
Nixon and his top aide, H R. 
Haldeman, from the home of 
Miss Woods back to the White 
House. That tape was the one 
that contained the famous 18’¿ 
minute gap. 
Both Bull and Miss Woods 
were questioned extensively by 
Watergate investigators to de­ 


termine if the gap was made 
deliberately. 
Bull said last spring his 
attorney fees had reached the 
$15,000 mark and he was having 
financial problems. He split up 
with 
his 
wife 
during 
the 
Watergate scandal. 
A New York resident, Bull, 
32. joined the Nixon staff after 
the 1969 inauguration. He was a 
minor functionary 
until 
the 
resignations of H.R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman, both 
now standing trial in the cover- 
up case. 
After 
Nixon 
lost 
his 
top 
assistants, Bull’s access to the 
Oval Office increased and he 
became a presidential confidan­ 
te. 
Bull is living in Washington.
